One thing that has made this 
possible is the dual nationality 
which overseas Chinese often 
possess They may be born far 
from China and have certain 
rights as nationals of the coun- 
try or dependency where they 
were born. But at the same time, 
they are considered Chinese by 
China, 

This facilitates the considerable 
travel which goes on among 
such Chinese to and from China, 
particularly among business men, 
and also keeps the flow of for- 
eign exchange coming in through 
their remittances to families in 
China or to the government 

Now it becormes apparent that 


Chinese Communists have beea 


doing some travelling too The 
effects are beginning to multipls 

Last week it became clear that 
Chinese Communists have played 
no small part in sparking the 
Communist Movements in Burma 


and Malaya, and that they may be 
working on Siam 

From Burma, reliable reports 
say that the writings of Mao Tse- 
Tung, Chinese Communist party 
chairman, are read there as wide- 
ly as those of Russian Com- 
munists, Mao's land reform pro- 
gram in particular, has been fol 
lowed broadly by che Socialist 
Burmese government, whose Pre- 
mier Thankin Nu last week suid 
his country would “follow Rus- 
sia,” 

In Nanking, the Chinese govern- 
ment is worried about a second 
Communist front deveioping to the 
south. 

Whether this spread of Chinese 
Communist influence beyond 
China's own confines is due to a 
planned design, as is probable, 
remains unproved. There is no 
doubj that lucky accidents have 
helped it—like dual Chinese na 
tionality and the fact that it has 
had the poorest, least developed, 
and therefore ripest half of hu- 
manity to work on.

The Canadian Daily Newspa- 
pers Association is asking for a 
law guaranteeing freedom of the 
press Canada, Their action is 
an invitation to answer a ques- 


tion famfliar to every working 
newspaperman; “How free is the 
press?” 

Men who work for newspa- 


pers are continually being asked 
by outsiders for the ‘inside story” 
or “the real dope” on what is kept 
out of the news columns, a ques- 
tion tactly suggesting that we are 
all a part of some shady con- 
spiracy. A great many newspaper- 
men have answered the question. 
You'll find a 12-foot shelf of their 
books in any library 

To this particular newspaper- 
man, one of the more solid re- 
wards of newspapering is the con- 
viction that, by and large, the 
Canadian press is as honest as 
any in the world and more honest 
than most, In the span of my own 
experience I've seen a continual 
improvement in this part of the 
world, 

I am not passing out any idle 
compliments to publishers, even 
to those who deserve it. The fact 
is that a newspaper today simply 
couldn't get away with any de- 
gree of suppression or distortion 
of news if it wanted to. 

Consider the coverage of the 
labor movement. More than a 
decade ago labor news was some- 
thing to be buried back with the 
bile pill ads In many cases 
stories of strikes or the forma- 
tion of new unions enced up in 
the “overset” type that never sees 
the light of print. 

In a few rare cases this was 
deliberate suppression. In most

This unseemly affection for the 
performance of newspapers is 
strengthened in my case by a com- 
parison with the record of a rela- 
tively new and certainly com- 
petitive medium of news, the 
newsmMagazines. 

I forgive newspapers every fault 
when I open Time or Newsweek, 

he newspaper story ‘ts usually a 
symposium of fact, a straight- 
forward account of events. It 
stands or falls on the capacity of 
its writers for gathering data. The 
truly great reporter is really just 
a detective. 

In the newsmagazines this is not 
true. The art here is dramatizing, 
interpreting, coloring, giving the 
news a “significance.” In nearly 
every Time or Newsweek story 
there is opinion and, however 
readable or entertaining it may 
be, this becomes suspect. 


From the Files 


Essentially the freedom of the 
press is simply the freedom of the 
publisher. He, in turn, is some- 
what controlled by the kind of 
newspaper his readers want and, 
in these days, by the fact that 
they may compare the facis in 
his paper with those in other 
papers or on the air. But the 
greatest protection of ail to the 
reader is the traditional handling 
of news to prevent opinion or 
comment. The approach is simple. 
“Here are the facts,” the news- 
paper says. “Judge for yourself.” 


The newsmagazine, on the other 
hand, gives its own judgment, 
This means a dangerous freedom 
for the publisher. In effect he id 
“Here are the facts and 


saying, 
what we think they mean.” 

The truth is that it is a good 
deal easier to digest the sugar- 


coated pills of the newsmagazine, 
but the good old castor oll of the 
newspapers is still the best and 
the safest. 


Right 
Vs. Duty 


Some people seem to be con- 
fused about a free press because 
of editorial opinion. There is a 
mistaken idea, for instance, that 
because a newspaper may sup- 
port one political party it is not 
“free.” The confusion here is be- 
tween a newspaper's right—to 
hold an opinion—and its duty— 
to present the news without 
bias 

At one time, in a lustier day of 
journalism, mewspapers” rarely 
gave any opinion but their own, 
Today, through the letters column 
(the best part of any paper) and 
special writers there's an encour- 
aging trend to giving all sides of 
an issue. 

A writer like Elmere Philpott, 
for example, would never appear 


in a newspaper of yesterday. 
Now he has a wide syndication 
across Canada and appears in 
many Oewspapers whose editorial 
writers attack him. It is worth 
adding that very few left wing 


papers have yet felt compelled to 
offer their readers any daily 
opinion opposing their own edi- 
torial line. 

I suppose I have a personal 
reason for this defense of press 
freedom since, like Elmore, I do 
a column which is not exactly 
representative of the publisher's 
views. Yet since I started writ- 
ing just two of my columns have 
been killed and, in neither case 
were they killed to protect a 
sacred cow. 

This is not true of every Can- 
adian newspaper. tI reported a 
few days ago the case of a Mon- 
treal columnist who was “discip- 
lined” for a story that displeased 
his publisher, 

But it is my careful opinion 
that our newspapers have never 
been healthier I believe that 
their true freedom is hindered 
omly by a lack of imagination 
in their conception of what 
makes news.
